Great Danger of Garget \VLere Pre- 


caution Is Not Taken. 
(.By C. S. Cornrnan.) 


Of the different diseases to which 


the cow is liable, none is dreaded 
much more than garget, because it 
usually attacks the best milkers and 
because it olten leaves a permanent 
injury to their productive capacity. 


The week before the cow is due to 


calve, it is well to feed a little more 
sparingly of the foods which will stim- 
ulate milk [irodu-'tion and keep close 
watch of the tidder. and if towards the 
last there seems to be an over-fullness 


if the udder feels more than ordi- 


narily warm, do not hesitate to draw 
out some of the milk.

I 
The selling price per hundred-weight 
of the three lots was 55.50. 55.CO and

The experiments show an advan- 


tage In the profit In corn feeding over 
the small grain, while the pulp and al- 
falfa feed-lot, with no grain, yielded 
the greatest net profit. 


Tho dairyman will receive much use- 


ful information concerning the vari- 
ous kinds of feed by writing to the dif- 
ferent experimental farms where all 
kinds of feed is tested and analyzed. 


' Too much has been written about 
balanced rations and ton little about 
palatable rations for the cows.

of the best balanced rations—accord-

er?. 


Tho dairyman must feed according 


to prices of the various feeds and 
many of the most profitable rations 
are not strictly balanced rations.

DISSOLUTION AND PREVENTION. 


(By William Jennings Bryar..1 


The first step to be taken in the in- 


vestigation of the trust question is to 
define a trust, says Mr. Bryaa in the 
May Reader. 


The trust appears in four forms. 


The Northern Securities company pre- 
sented, the trust idea in its most ad- 
vanced 
form. 
A corporation 
was 


formed to purchase a controlling in- 
terest in three railroads: 
the Great 


Northern, the Northern Pacific and 
tho Burlington. The main advantage 
of the Securities company was that it 
decreased the amount of money neces- 
sary to enable a group of men to con- 
trol the three roads. The Northerr 
Securities company, with a capital ot 
a hundred and fitty-one millions, could, 
assuming the capital of 
the 
three 


roads to aggregate three hundred mil- 
lions, purchase a controlling interest 
and the syndicate, by controlling sev 
enty-six millions of the stock of the 
Securities company, could control one 
hundred and fifty-one millions of rail 
road stock and thus control the three 
roads. If. instead of capitalizing the 
Securities company at a hundred anc 
fifty-one millions, the syndicate flxec 
the capital at seventy-six millions anr 
then Issued seventy-five millions !r 
bonds, it could control the railroad 
by holding a little more than thlrtj 
eight millions nf the Securities com 
pany stock. The supreme court, for 
tunately for the country, held the Se 
cu'rities company an unlawful combina 
tion, although the decision rests upo 
rather an 
unsubstantial 
foundation 


since the court stood five to four. M 
Bryan argues that It would be safte 
to' proceed at once with the passage o 
a law that would make it unlawful to 
ariy corporation to hold the stock 
another corporation. While congress 
has no power to interfere with state 
corporations so long as they confine 
their operations to the state of their 
origin, it is within the scope of the 
powers of congress to prescribe the 
terms upon which a corporation or- 
ganized In any state shall engage in 
Interstate commerce. 


The second form of trust, that of the 


duplication of directorates, is not a 
new evil, although it is a growing one. 
Our insurance companies 
and 
rail- 


roads have given many illustrations nf 
the viciousness of this system. 
Con- 


struction companies, formed from the 
directors of the railroad companies, 
have looted the treasuries that they 
•were supposed to guard, and equip- 
ment companies, formed from railroad would detei 
directors, :have grown rich at the ex- should be. 
penee of the railroad. The remedy for 
this form-of the trust is to prohibit 
the'election of any person as a director 
or other official of two or more cor- 
porations -which are either competi- 
tive'or engaged in transacting busi- 
ness with each other. 


'The following plan is suggested by 


Mr. Bryan:1 If-.It were not lawful for 
one' corporation to have business deal- 
ings w}th any other corporation in 
•which any of its directors were also 
directors, the inducement 
to 
form 


these interlocking combinations would 
he removed. Such legislation would 
be In the Interest of innocent stock- 
holders. 
'The third form in -which the trust 
appears is found in the comhination 
of. a number of separate corporations 
trader & contract which controls the 
various ..parties to the contract and 
prevents them from entering into com- 
petition with each other. This is the 
trust at which the provisions of the 
anti-trust law were aimed, 'and it de- 


" serves-less attention now than In the 


years past, because, being the most 
familiar form of the trust, it is most 
like1 to-be exterminated. It is useless 
to' attempt to prevent combinations by 
fines levied against corporations when 
the fines are small compared with the 
Bums made by combination. 
Imprison- 


ment, however, Is a real punishment, 
and the trust magnates will become 
Eearce as soon as the. penitentiary 
doors close upon a few of the large 
offenders. 


• The fourth form which the trust 
Eu'mes is the single corporation which 
buyg up enough factories to give it 
control' of a given business. This is 
the form which the future 
trust is 


most likely to assume, and it is the 
.most difficult one to reach. Mr. Bryan 
asserts -that every argument that can 
be made -against the 
principle in- 


volved1 in any other form of trust can 


e made against th» single corpora- 
on which secures a controlling in- 
uenre over any Imp of business, and 


time should be lost in attacking 


he single-corporation trust. 
The protective tariff and the rail- 
oad rebate have been the mainstays 
f the Industrial monopoly. The for- 
er has kept, out the foreien rival 
nd the latter has enabled the trust to 


its competitors from the field, 


t reduction of import duties would 
esscn the ability of the trust to ex- 
ort from consumers, and a law au- 
iiorizing the admission, duty free, of 
rti'cles entering into competition with 
be products of a convicted trust would 
ct. as a powerful deterrent to monop- 
jlistic combinations. 


Mr. Bryan concludes his article in 


The Reader as follows: The time if 


hand when the public must deai 


with the single 
corporation 
which 


aspires to a monopoly of the market 
fortunately, our dual form of govern- 
ment furnishes a means of applying a 
complete remedy. The states exercise 
:he right to create corporations', but 
:he federal government is supreme in 
the sphere of interstate commerce. A 
federal statute of a few lines will pro- 
vide for an interstate license and for- 
bid a state corporation to do business 
outside of the state of its origin with- 
out securing such a license. 
A few 


more lines will set forth the condi- 
tions upon which the license may he 
secured—conditions which will make 
a private 
monopoly 
Impossible. If 


congress can withdraw from a lottery 
company the right, to use the mall or 
the express lines for the carrying of a 
lottery ticket, it can withdraw 'from a 
would-be monopoly the right to em- 
ploy the railroads, the mails or tha 
telegraph lines to aid its conspiracy 
against the people. 


This remedy was 
first 
suggested 


about seven years ago; it was then 
embodied in the democratic national 
platform of 1900; it has since been 
indorsed by the head of the bureau of 
corporations and more recently by the 
president. There can scarcely be any 
doubt of the constitutionality of such 
a statute when it is remembered that 
the private monopoly has always been

For these corporations 
are formed under 
the authority of 


"sovereign states" that permit just 
this thing. Indeed, states are bidding 
against one another for the privilege 
of permitting financial highwaymen 
to hold up the entire American people. 
Witness New Jersey. Delaware. Ne- 
vada and other equally disgusting ex- 
amples. 
Of course, nothing can 
ef- 


fectually stop this but the nation. 


All corporations that do business 


not with New 
Jersey 
or Delaware 


alone, but with th<> whole American 
people, should bo controlled by laws 
passed, not by the legislature of New 
Jersey or Delaware, but. by the con 
Kress of the whol? American people, is 
the contention of Senator Eevertdge 
in the May Reader. But we will have 
to come to this gradually, because we 
rauEt—there arr> so many states de- 
riving such a fireat revenue from cor- 
porate taxation that their senators 
and cor.sreppmpn will not let such a 
law 
indeed, 'he corporations 


evils, but preserve the industries and 
their efficient machinery. 


That this is a fair stntoment of Mr. 


Bryan's position, 1 cite his really great 
Madison Square Garden speech:

All of us do want to stop the. evil 


practices of these industries-—and we 
are stopping them. 


First, the rebate.

great shippers secured from the vail 
ways secret low rates, applicable alone 
to them. 
This rebate' amounted to 


taking money out of 'the pocket o: 
every other shipper and putting tha 
money in the favored shipper's pocket 
It was both conspiracy and theft. The 
"wholesale 
argument"—that a man 


who buys or ships a. million pounds of 
anything ought to get a better price 
or -rate than the man who ships a 
pound—Is indefensible when applied 
to transportation. 
Highways should 


bo open on equal terms to all. 


But this evil is ended. 
We hnve 


made this moral crime a legal crime, 
with fine and the penitentiary as pun- 
ishment. 
And Theodore Roosevelt is 


that prey would be able to excite tb° 
people themselves against, this "cen- 
tralization of power." But such a law 
can be passed as to all railroads do- 
ing interstate business — and practlc- 
illy all railroads do interstate busl- 


s. 
Suppose we start by making 


railroads that, do a nation-wide busl- 
less incorporate undor nation-wido 
laws. They would thus have to obey 
the will of the whole people, instead 
of evading the law In this state, cor- 
rupting the legislature in that state, 
etc.. and thus hf coming a law unto 
themselves.

porations (and my only fear is that it 
is noli. It, mieht he dovetailed into 
thp national corporation plan until all 
corporations and the whole American 


cterfereace in politics. ! think this 
the greatest evil of all. 
Heretofore, 


corporations h?.ve auerap'ed '.o run 
politics, and. un**l recently, actually 
lave run poli'lcs. 
They have clone 


this with money—"contributions to 
campaign funds " They have elected i 
their agents to sea's i:> nation's leg-j 
Islature, both bouse and senate 
More 


than this, they have by these "contri- 
butions" laid born parties under dis- 
tinct obligations to their1. 
Had this 


continued, it would, in the fa>- future, 
have destroyed free government. 


In reference to the Harriman inci- 


dent Senator Beveridge says: 


But at this very session of mngress 


we have pussed a law making it a 
criminal offense for anv national cor- 
poration 
to contribute anything in 


any ranipsiirn, and for any state ror 
poration to contribute anything in a j 
national campaign. !-'•' all men ;in..| j 
corporations who think that they will ] 
"get a hold" on anv president by "con-' 
tributlng" be undeceived. 


The las* evil of these "trusts" is 


the most subtle aud dangerous of all; 
and I see no remedy for it in any pos- 
sible legislation. This evil is the pur- 
chase and ownership by "the inter- 
ests" of newspapers and other organs 
(•f public information and opinion. At 
strategic points great newspapers are 
being bought up by men who are eith- 
er a part of or are 
affiliated with 


mighty financial interests. 


For this evil there is no remedy but 


in the people themselves. Somehow 
or other the people, -come to

see the irresistible reasonable- 


ness of and necessity for the latter. 


Senator Bevpridse proposes the fol- 


lowing legislation: 


Hero is a simpler remedy than eith- 


er national incorporation or national 
franchise: 
A national law requiring 


every Interstate corporation doing n 
business of five million dollars or over 
which puts stock on the markets con- 


ptcuously to publish the exact truth 
is to every possible Item that might 
nfluenco purchasers. They should be 
:ompe!led to state the price at which 
hey bought the properly; the amount 
of actual Improvements, both by de- 
scription nnd in dollars nnd cents, 
which they have made upon it, and 
every other conceivable fact. 
This 


would 
prevent

for

The next evil is 
Some "overcap- 


an outlaw. 


The license system would' enable the 


government to impose any reasonable 
conditions and the most effective con- 
dition would he one arbitrarily fixing 
the proportion of the total product 
that the licensed corporation would be 
permitted 
to 
control. 
Experience 


would determine what that proportion 


hould be. 
It is necessary to draw a distinction 


between the natural man and the ficti- 
tious person called a corporation. Man 
has uatural rights, inalienable and in- 
violable; the corporation has no rights 
excepting those given it by law. There 
is measurable equality between indi- 
viduals; there is an almost immeas- 
urable inequality between corpora- 
tions. 
It does not, therefore, follow 


that, because the natural citizens of 
one state stand upon an equal footing 
with the citizens of other states, cor- 
porations created by a state must re- 
ceive the same treatment accorded to 
natural persons. 


The end to be secured is thp disso- 


lution of every private monopoly now 
in existence and the prevention of new 
ones. When the people clearly under- 
stand the principle involved in a pri- 
vate monopoly and the evils that re- 
ult from it, they will have no diffi- 
culty in making and enforcing laws 
necessary for their own protection. As 
yet only a few monopolies have been 
nterfered with, but public sentiment 
s growing and the time for action is 
near at hand.
